Indianapolis, December 22.—Alex- 
ander Howat, president of the Kan- 
sas district (No. 14), United Mine 


Workers of America, tonight is in 
jail here awaiting hearing on a 
charge of contempt of court for al- 
leged violation of the federal court 
injunction against furtherance of 
the strike of coal miners. Hearing 
has been set for next Monday at 
2p. m. 

Howat appeared in, fede:.1 court 
this morning at the order of United 
States District Judge A. B. Ander- 
son. He was under bond of $10,000, 
provided in the form of a check on 
a Kansas bank. Judge Anderson 
disapproved of this form of bond 
and immediately after the afternoon 
session of court began at 2 o'clock, 
remanded the miners’ official to jail, 
until he reached a decision as to 
the amount and kind of bond which 
will be acceptable. 


Judge Denounees Howat. 


‘Judge Anderson this morning de- 
nounced Howat for _ his 
tude in connection with the court's 
injunction against the strike and 
declared: 

“Either'- I have to vindicate the 
law or abdicate in favor of Mr. 
Howat.” 

This afternoon’s session of court 
lasted less than two minutes. When 
the judge took his seat he turned to 
Henry Warrum, counsel for Howat, 
and asked if he had anything to 
add to his statements of the fore- 
noon. : 

“Nothing, your honor,” Mr. War- 
rum replied, “except to ask what 
amount will be required for Mr. 
Howat as bond for his appearance 
Monday.” 

“That is a matter for serious con- 
sideration,” Judge Anderson said. “] 
will take that up later. Mr. Mar- 
shal, put Mr. Howat in jail.” 


Howat Taken to Jail, 


Howat was taken to the Marion 
county jail. There was no indica- 
tion as to when decision on _ the 
amount of bail to be required would 
be forthcoming. 

Judge Andersor declared viola- 
tions of the federal court's injunc- 
tion under the Lever act against 
furthering the coal strike in Kan- 
sas must stop, if persons guilty 
have to be put in jail and kept 
there.

PRICES STATIONARY,

Attornef General Claims 
Campaigns to Reduce 
Prices Is Just Getting 
Under Way—Calls on 
Business Men to Stamp 
Out Profiteering. 


Washington, December 22.—Ex- 
pectation of a decline in retail food 
prices beginning between January 1 
and March 1 was expressed tonight 
by Attorney General Palmer in a 
statement summing up the efforts 
of the government to date in forc- 
ing down the cost of living. 

“The cost of living, already under 
control,” said the attorney general, 
“can be reduced if every one who 
rroduces will produce his utmost, if 
those who buy and consume will 
save and eliminate extravagance and 
if all honest people will join with 
the department of jpstice ‘in stamp- 
ing out profiteering and hoarding.” 

Explaining that a 4 


was shown during the first ‘two 
months of a year, Mr, Piller @aia 
it was the hope of the government 
“that this trend will be accelerated 
this year by the campaign initiated 
by the government, which is just 
now getting well under way.” 


Prices Stationary, Says Palmer. 

Although statistics cormpiled an- 
nually by the government show that 
in previous years retajl food prices 
increased during the fall months, 
Mr. Palmer said that “sincé August, 
this year, such prices had been 
maintained practically stationary.” 

Only since October 22, when nec 
essary amendments, to the Lever 
food control act were passed, the 
attorney general’s statement said, 
has it been possible to deal effec- 
tively with all cases of profiteering 
and hoarding. From October 22 to 
date 179 prosecutions have been in- 
stituted and prosecutions and seiz- 
ures have covered 18 states, it was 
added. ' 

Due to co-operation between the 
government and various retail mer- 
chants’ associations, the statement 
said, prevailing profits of clothing 
had been reduced from 5 to 60 per 
cent. 

The statement which was issued 
with the authorization of the gov- 
ernment officials associated with 
the attorney general in the cam- 
paign to force down living costs, 
including Director General of Rail- 
road Hines, was considered in some 
quarters a summary of. the govern- 
ment’s postiiom in the face of the 
*_-ntly renerred demands of rail- 
road workers for an increase in pay. 
The railroad shopmen, publicly and 
the other railroad crafts tacitly 
agreed in August at the suggestion 
of the president to postpone their 
demands for increased pay for nine- 
ty days to await efforts of the gov- 
ernment to bring down prices. 

What Wilson Announced, 

“In' August,” said the attorney 
general's statement, “in connection 
with demands’ for increased wages 
by railroad shopmen based on the 


increased cost of living, the presi- 
dent announced to the public the 
view that the cost of living would 
be lowered as soon as there were 
settled conditions of production and 
of commerce, as soon as the treaty 
of peace was ratified and as soon 
as merchants, manufacturers, farm- 
ers and mi:ers had a certain basis 
of calculation. In a statement to

Describing the 
tragic scenes whith he says were 
witnessed by relatives of his, the

“People had gathered from al} 
over the Punjab for a religious cer- 
emony which was being held in the 
‘Gallionwalabagh,’ where a dais had 
been erected upon which several) 
hundred speakers stood, surrounded 
by a gathering of 20,000 or 30,000 
persons. 

“The military appeared and open- 
ed fire without warning. Soldiexvs 
stood on the high ground and firéd 
on th¢ helpless, unarmed gathering 
from 4 distance of a hundred yards. 
Many ‘stumbled and were trampled 
to death. Others fell into an open 
well nearby. I am sure General 
Dyer’s admission of 500 killed and 
1,500 wounded is much «below the 
actual casualties. 

“For two days frantic men whose 
relatives or friends were missing 
rummaged the open graveyard 
among the heaps of dead and dying. 
i nthe hope of finding their loved 
ones.”

Washington, December 22.—The 
case of the United States against 
Mexico was®sugplemented today by 
two additional notes from this gov- 
ernment to Carranza cling upon 
him to see that “outrages” such as 
the kidnaping of Frederick Hugo by 
Villistas “Shall not be repeated,” 
and also to inform this government 
by what right two United States 
sailors have been held in jail at 
Mazatlan since their arrest Novem- 
ber 12 on the charge of assault and 
battery. 

Investigation by state department 
officials developed such strong ev- 
idence of dereliction and neglect on 
part of Carranza officials to protect 
the lives of Americans that the two 
communications are couched in lan- 
guage even stronger than that used 
in the case of William’ O. Jenkins, 
American consular agent at Puebla, 
Mexico. The full text of neither 
cémmunication was made public, 
but officials did say that the note 
in the Hugo case was an “insist- 
ence” -while+ the Jenkins notes 
merely requested. In the case of 
the s:‘tors held at Mazatlan the 
State department’s view of the 
grounds on which the Mexican of- 
ficials continue to hold them are 
referred to as “various pretexts.”

Some of the more optimistic ex- 
pressed confidence that the ratifi- 
cation would come before January 
16, this formally establishing peace 
and permitting the president to lift 
prohibition for a brief wet spell be- 
fore the constitutional prohibition 
- ong apa become effective on that 
ate, ™ 

There were senators, however, who 
took less stock in the compromise 
movement, predicting that in due 
time it would collapse like all its 
forerunners. It was pointed out 
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that President Wilson might again 
interfere if reservations accepted 
by members of his party in the sen- 
ate did not meet with his approvalL 

For the present, however, there 
was every indication that senators 
would go ahead with their compro<- 
mise negotiations without further 
light from the white house. Sen- 
ator Hitchcock said’ he had no ap- 
pointment with the president and 
indicated that he did not now intend 
to seek one. 

There was wide discussion today 
of the activities of Bernard M. “4 
ruch, of New York, a financial ad- 
viser to the peace commission at 
Versailles, who-has seen several sen- 
ators during the past week and is 
said to have discussed the treat 
with them. Senator Hitchcock said, 
however, that he did not regard Mr. 
Baruch as speaking for the presi- 
dent, with whom he recently had a 
conference.

tistics from 1911 to 1918 indicate 
that up to 1919 there has been a 
noticeable trend upward in such 
prices in the fall of the year, where- 
as since August this year such re- 
tail food prices have been kept 
ractically statiqnary. By way of 
llustration, during the period Au- 
gust te November, inclusive, 1916, 
there was an advance in retail food 
rices as indicated by the bureau ofr 
abor statistics of 13 points; in 1917, 
18 points, and in 1918, 16 points as 
ar lye with no increase whatso- 

er in the corresponding period of 
1919. Considering the four years 
from 1911-to 1914, inclusive, retail 
prices show a slight upward trend 
from September 1 to October 1, a 
greater upward trend from October 
1 to November 1, and remained prac- 
tically stationary from November 1 
to December l. tuahy ( the four 
years from 1915 to 1918, inclusive. 
retail food prices show a decided up- 
ward trend from August 1 to Sep- 
tember 1, and to October.1, and a 
slightly lessened but decided up- 
ward nd to November 1, and to 
December 1. 


Actual Reduction Claimed. 
“This year during September and 
October.an actual reduction in the 
general level of retail prices was 


effected as compared with August, 
while the figures for November, al- 
though slightly above that of Octo- 
ber, show no increase above the 
August returns. In other words, 
the official data clearly show the 
significant fact that the cost of liv- 
ing as indicated by retail prices 
was no greater in November of this 
year than it was in August, while 
during former years, extending 
the returns for No- 
vember show a considerable in- 
crease over the August returns. 

“This history of retail food 
prices indicates that a _ decided 
dJownward trend ordinarily may be 
expected in the part of the year be- 
tween January 1 and March 1, and 
it is to be hoped that this trend 
will be accelerated this year by the 
campaign initiated by the govern- 
ment which is just now getting 
well under way. 


“The Lever food control act, un- 
der which the food administration 
operated and through the enforce- 
ment of which the department of 
justice is now trying to reduce high 
prices, unfortunately did not pro- 
vide a penalty for certain acts de- 
clared to be unlawful, and there- 
fore the department of justice was 
unable to effectively deal with 
many cases of profiteering which 
came to its attention. Realizing 
the gravity of this situation, the 
president appeared before the con- 
gress on August 8, and urged an 
immediate amendment of the food 
control act ‘to extend its scope to 
all the necessities of life, and to 
provide a penalty for violation of 
section 4 of this act, which made 
profiteering unlawful and to ex- 
tend the life of the act into peace 
time. The attorney general appear- 
ed before the senate agricultural 
committee in August and urged that 
amendments asked by the president 
be passed. Not until October 22, 
however, did these amendments be- 
come law, and only since that time 


has it been possible to deal ef-

“While waiting the enactment of 


additional legislation, however, the 
department of justice did not re- 
main inactive. Section 6 of the 
act provided a penalty for hoarding, 
and section 7 authorized the seiz- 
ure and sale of hoarded necessities. 
Since the Lever act was amended to 
provide a penalty for profiteering 
179 prosecutions have been insti- 
tuted. Under provisions of that act 
and in all cases brought to trial 
thus far convictions have been ob- 
tained. There have been 99 cases 
of actual seizures under section 7 ot 
the act ,and in many of these cases 
prosecutions are also contemplated 
under section 6. In addition, 22 
cases of alleged hoarding have been 
called to the attention of United 
States attorneys for seizures and 
prosecutions have covered 18 gtates 
and the commodities seized have in- 
cluded eggs, butter, cheese, pork, 
poultry, lard, fish, sugar, potatoes, 
coffee, flour and canned goods. Fif- 
ty-three of the above cases have 
already been disposed of by releas- 
ing the goods under bord on agree- 
ment to dispose of pes within a 
specified time and at a reasonable 
price under the direction of the 
United States attorneys. In no case 
has the market been flooded by th 
wholesale disposal of such goods. 
In three cases.involving hoarding, 
fines and jail sentences have been 
imposed. In one case a fine of $100 
was imposed: in another a fine of 
$250, and three months in jail, ana 
in a third case a fine of $5,000, 
and five months in jail. This latter 
case has been appealed. Results of 
investigations are now being laid 
before a grand jury in several dis- 
tricts and reports of a large number 
of indictments are expected in the 
near future. Wherever possible a 
determined effort will be made to 
obtain jail sentences.

ON ARMY TRANSPORT 


New York, December 22.—Denial 
that there had been a mutiny in 
the crew of the transport America 
which docked here yesterday with 
thirteen men in the brig, was made 
today by Major General David C. 
Shanks, commander of the port of 
embarkation, in a telegram to Brig- 
adier General Frank Hines, chief 
of transportation of the war de- 
partment. 


‘The trouble, the telegram said, 
resulted from failure of. certain 
members of the crew to obey in- 
structions prohibiting shore liberty 
and pilfering of ships’ stores and 
cargo. . 

The telegram from General Shanks 
follows: Siar 


“There was no mutiny. No shots 
were fired and no one was wound- 
The trouble with the crew of 
the America was of two kinds: 
First, failure of’ certain members 
of ‘the crew to obey instructions 
prohibiting shore liberty at Brest. 
second, pilfering of shtp’s stores 
and cargo. 

On arrival tn Brest shore liberty 
Was’ granted, but on account 0? 
drunkenness and bad behavior of 
certain members of the crew on 
shore, the master of the ship at 
the request of French authorities, 
stopped all shore liberty. 

“Several members of the crew 
announced they would go ashore 
anyway and proceeded to do so on 
a lighter under cover of darkness, 
but were discovered by the ship's 
officer and sent back to the ship. 
Other members of the crew alsv 
went in lifeboats at night. These 
men were apprehended on return 
and placed in the brig. 

“Thero was considerable stealing 
of ship’s stores and cargo. Several 
men are in the brig for this of- 
There is a total of thirteen 
All mem- 
bers of the crew who were absent 
without leave «nd committed other 
infractions of the rules, excepting 
have been logged the 
maximum amount of pay allotted 
by law. * 

“Those guilty of stealing ship’s 
lifeboats and from ship’s stores are 
all in the brig and all necessary 
Wwitnsses are at hand and steps are 
being taken to bring them to tria! 
before proper authorities. List of 
insubordinate members of the 
crew in different departments has 
been turned in by a master and 
these men will be placed on the 
blacklist in the employment offices, 
Full report in détail will follow.

Washington, December 22.—Major 
' General Leonard Wood may file his 
formal statement as a candidate for 


the republican, nomination under 
the presidential preferential primary 
law in South Dakota without violat- 
ing any army regulations or injury- 
ing his status as an officer. He 
would not have to resign from the 
army in order to run for the presi- 
dency should he be successful in ob- 
taining the nomination from _ the 
— convention at Chicagy next 
une. 

Newton D. Baker, secretary of 
war, made this clear today in fe- 
sponse to inquiries as to the effect 
of political activity by General 
Wood upon his status as an army 
officer. Mr. Baker added that the 
ee rule applies to General Jonn 

Pershing, who is being urged 
the republica in Nebraska and 
ssouri to permit the use of his 
name as a candidate for the nomi-

nation, but there has been no such. 


doubt in the public mind with re- 
spect to General Pershing as with 
General Wood for the reason that 
the man who manded the Ameri- 
can expeditionary forces has the 
rank of general af the armies of the 


United States for life under the asa’ 
cial act of congress. 
No Army Regulations. 
John L. King, republican“national 
committeeman from Connecticut, 


who is direéting the Wood campaign 
for the republican nomination, and 
other of the Wood managers, have 
been proceeding on the theory that 
there were no. army regulations 
against their candidate coming out 
into the open, but this assurance 
has not been shared by many po- 
litical leaders. It was felt in many 
quarters that General Wood was 
Placed in an especially embarrassing 
position by reason of the very un- 
usual requirements of the South Da- 
kota primary law. 

The South Dakota law requires, 
according to politicians from that 
state, that prospective candidates 
for the presidency must file formal 
application for places on the bal- 
lot not later than January 1 of the 
presidential campaign year. It was 
believed rather generally for a time 
that both General Wood and Presi- 
dent Wilson would be urged as can- 
didates in the South Dakota primary 
and that both men would have to 
state their purposes with respect to 
the party nominations. Subsequent 
interpretations of the South Dakota 
law, which is very involved 
throughout, have led to the conclu- 
sion in Washington that it is only 
operative in the general election 
campaign, after the nominees have 
been selected by the party conven- 
tions of next June. 

It is through this construction of 
the law that the democrats of South 
Dakota expect Mr. Wilson will not 
have to issue a formal refusal to 
permit his name to be used as a pos- 
sible third-term candidaf& The 
Wilson “boom” in South Dakota has 
been represented here as almost en- 
tirely a move in behalf of William G. 
McAdoo, former secretary of the 
treasury, since the McAdoo man- 
agers are regarded as having things 
so well in hand they simply are urg- 
ing Mr. Wilson until the time ap- 
pears ripe for a formal opening of 
the McAdoo campaign,

activity, was based, Ke said, on the 
fact that there was no statute on the 
subject, and two very fmportant 
precedents in the archives of the 
war department. General W. 8. Han- 
cock was an army officer when he 
sought the presidency, and General 
James A: Garfield was in the service 
when he ran for congress.

Man- 
agers of the Harding, Lowden and 
Johnson campaigns have been eager 
to draw such an expression from 
General Wood, and Senator Borah, 
of Idaho, one of the Johnson sup-

How Far Will Wood Got? 


Their interest has not been so 
academic as that of many persons 
eager to see how far General Wood 
would go in opposition to his com- 
mander-in-chief, President Wilson, 
under a technical state of war, in 
the matter of an international pol- 
icy such as the treaty and the 
league. 

It is considered quite certain that 
General Wood will not outline his 
personal platform under the South 
Dakota law when he submits his 
name prior to January 1. It is be- 
lieved he will content himself with 
a brief statement of Americanism, 
which would be expected to cover 
the major issues now thrusting 
themselves forward in a way satis- 
factory to the Sonth Dakota statute, 
however much it might disappoint 
the rival candidates for the nomina- 
tion.

Rome, December 22.—The cham- 
ber of deputies, including the social- 
ist members, strongly approved 
Premier. Nitti’s statement to the 
house Sunday that he would present 
a bill modifying article 5 of the con- 
stitution, so that hereafter only the 
parliament shall have power to de- 
clare war. The deputies also showed 
marked approval of the premier 
when he read a telegram he sent to 
Admiral Millo. who had supported 
d@’Annunzio at Fiume, strongly con- 
demning his attitude and declaring 
that the military power must al- 
ways be subservient to the civil 
power. 

The ‘socialist, Malatesta, demanded 
abolition of the censorship, which, 
he asserted, prevented the people 
from knowing the trtuh about the 
Fiume venture. The premier replied 
that the Italian press had no sense 
of moderation. ~ 

“For instance,” added ‘the pre- 
mier, “in America when the secreta- 
ry of state addresses the representa- 
tives of the press he can speak free- 
ly without any one betraying the 
confidence.” 

He concluded by. promising that 
the censorship would soon be re- 
moved,

Brands as “Lie” Report 
He Opposed - Cotton

Macon, Ga., December 22.—Sena- 
tor Hoke’ Smith tonight defended 
his vote in the United States sen- 
ate against the league of nations 
in a two-hour address at™a mass 
meeting in the city hall. Two thou- 
Sand persons heard him. 

Senator Smith declared that he 
found some parts of the treaty good, 
but he offered special objection to 
some of the articles. He said that 
had the covenant, as written by 
President Wilson, been submitted 
to the senate it would have been 
ratified without a question. 

. Senator Smith's principal objec- 

tion, he said, was to article 10, 

which he branded as “vicious.” 
Charges Inconsistency. 

Senator Smith charged Democratic 
Leader Hitchcock with inconsistency 
in hig, stand in asking for adoption 
without reservations. 

“Early in the treaty fight,” said 
Senator Smith, “Senator Hitchcock 
agreed to mild reservations in a 
quasi-promise to me and other sena- 
tors. Later, he made a promise to 
the president fo attempt to secure 
the passage of the treaty without 
reservations. The president was sick 
tor three montns, and the senato?

io me. ‘ihe truth of it is that Sen- 
ator Hitchcock and some Of the otn- 
er genators who say they are tor 
the league without reservations 
really favor reservations.” 

Senator Smith ridiculed members 
of the peace commission to Paris. 
General Bliss he calied “a nice old 
lady.” Henry White he termed “a 
republican, considered very __ nice 
company at dinners around Wash- 
ington.” Secretary Lansing, he said. 
“came into office upon Mr. Bryan's 
resignation, and has done fairly 
well. He admits having no knowl- 
edge of what it is all about.” 


Legislation Far-Keaching. 


~“No piece of 1 egislation ever 
passed by the congress of the 
United States would be so far- 
reaching in it; cosequencés as this 
treaty, if ratified just as it stands, 
declared Senator Smith in this open- 
ing remarks. 

He declared he was in a »nosition 
to know the “insjde” of miiilary op- 
eration, as he had served on the 
military committee. He said the al- 
lies had not expected to end the 
war until 1919. He recited the man- 
ner in which Pershing, ‘almost 
over the rrotest of Foch and Haig,” 
put Americans on a sector of theirr 
own, and how Pershing obtained 
permission, agai nover protest, to 
try the experiment of breaking the 

“Hindenburg line. He praised the 
valor of American troops. “We 
saved England we whipped Ger- 
many, that’s what we did,” declared 
the senator. 

He declared the American victory 
Was possible through the freedom 
handed down since the war of the 
revolution and written in the con- 
stitution. 

“Oh, L love the constitution of my 
country; I love it as the groundwork 
of our liberty, the groundwork of 
our civilization, and the protection 
of our home, the basis for eur na- 
tional manhood and womanhood.” 

The senator said the organization 
of nations to secure peace is not 
new. He cited the old league of 
peace after the Napoleonic wars and 
the failure through the embroiling 
of the nations into another war. 

Product of General Smuts. 

“What is the league covenant, 
now under consideration’ It is 
the product, principally, of General 
Smuts, an English subject of South 
Africa. I have here the original 
worded by President Wilson, that is 
not the covenant now under consid- 
eration. I have here certain sug- 
gested modifications of his original 
plan made by Messrs. Miller and 
Auchincloss, international lawyers 
of New York city, whom the pres- 
ident took abroad with hi and to 
whom he _ submitted his riginal 
plan. I want to say to you that if 
there was before the senate the 
original plan, with the suggested 
modification of Miller and Auchin- 
closs, I would vote to ratify it 
without a reservation.” 

Article XI Senator Smith declared, 
is one of value. “It seeks to pre- 
vent wars. No force but moral force 
is employed.” he said. 

Senator Smith dealt at length on 
Great Britain having six votes to 
the United States’ one. He said 
it has been spread abraod that 
Canada and Australia would vote 


re with us in the council. 


iy tengo rg 
much probability in that,“he said, 
as the.five sons of a man in busi- 
ness voting against him in favor 
of a partner in business. He men- 
honed the $4,000,000,000 loan to 
Great Britain and said, “She hasn't 
even paid interest on that, ana 
made Persia a big loan recently 
with 7 per cent interest.” 

Senator Smith dealt with article 
13, which provides that all dis- 
putes be referred to arbitration, 
and with article 15, which provides 
that domestic problems shall be ex- 
empted under international laws. 
The senator said the language ol! 
the articles weer not clear. 


Domestic . Questions. 


‘“tnder international law there 
is no establishment of what is a 
domestic question,” he, said. “We 
alone should be judge of what are 
domestic qustions. I am against 
oriental immigration, and under 
tihs article, without the reservation, 
the Japanese could protest against 
the restriction. The Russain gov- 
ernment could declare the deporta- 
tion of ‘reds’ illegal. 

“All questions of immigration can 
be the subject of invstigation by 
the council. They might question 
our right to deport the ‘reds’ as we 
did yesterday. I am unwilling for 
anybody te have anything, or any 
country to have anything, to say, 
except ourself, about whom v are 
going to let live herew ith us.” 

The senator said H. G. Wells, the 
“foremost wrtier on the league, 
wrote that the league would have 
dominion over the “negro question.” 

“Did you send me up to transfer 
the negro question to the council in 
Switzerland? I would not head your 
commission an hour if I had not put 
sucsh a burden gn you.” 

Dealing with man@atories, Sena- 
tor Smith declared that America 
should not accept a nandatory un- 
less congress agrees toit. He sug- 
gested ar eservafion to that effeet. 

“Now I think the league would 
prevent a mandatory from being 
put on us except by action of the 
congress, but it is not clear. It was 
drawn by an Englishman and, un- 
der the English system, control is 
such powers, said Senator Smith. 


‘Peace Mission Expenses. 


Speaking of President Wilson’s 
spending $1,700,000 on his aepec 
mission, he said: “I trust President 
Wilson, I trust him more than any 
man who will be his successor, but 
I am in favor of congress saying 
how your money shall be spent, 
where your troops should be sent. 


“lL believe the congress shall have 
the -rigut to select the men whv 
shall repiesent the United States in 
this council. 1l am unwilling to let 
your government be run in this 
haphazard way. I don’t say Pres- 
ident Wilson's action is illegal but 
1 do say your representatives shouid 
have some say in spending you: 
money.” 

Senator Smith said the question of 
having troops in Kussia had never 
come before th esenate. “We have 
iZ,vv0 men there now; for what we 
don’t know. We are not at war, 
congress has deciared no war.” 


Senator Smith devoted the greater 
part of his arraignment of the cove- 
nant to Article A, He denounced 
every provision of the article. 

“Now, Article X imposes joint and 
severe obligations,” he said. ‘The 
United States, together with other 
members of the teague, undertake 
to respect and preserve against ag- 
gression on the territorial and poli- 
tical integrity of every member of 
the league. in case of danger, big 
danger, the authority of congress 
is transformed to the council, who 
will tell us how we are to perform 
our obligations without declaring 
war, without having congress to de- 
clare war. Il respect every coun- 
try’s territorial and political bound- 
aries, but I am unwilling to pre- 
serve them.” : 

The speaker mentioned conditions 
in India, and in Korea, in showing 
the “wrong” of having American 
troops brought into other wars. He 
said that the Japanese are brutal 
in their Korean policy, and that 
Koreans may arise and figh; that 
the British are brutal in their In- 
dain policy, and that the Indain peo- 
ple might arise and fight, but the 
troops of the United States would 
be called upon to go into the fight- 
ing. 

Says Congress Should Decide. 

“Your ¢ congress should = decide 
whether your sons should be draft- 
ed,”” he said;” “whether your taxes 
shall be increased, and our soldiers 
sent to foreign countries to partici- 
pate in every war of the world. 
Wars will not end until the human 
heart changes and God takes selt- 
ishness and ambition ad greed away 
from it.” 

Statement Declared “"ie.” 


Referring to The Macon Tele- 
graph in his speech Senator Smith, 
holding a copy of The Telegraph 
of yesterday in his hands that*some 
of his triends had requested that 
he reply to the editorial appearing 
therein concerning his record, he 
said: 

“There is one statement:in it that 
I am unwilling to have passed by 
and which I shall mention for the 
especial benefit of those of my 
friends here from adjoining coun- 
ties: .

Washington, Decmeber 22.—Sen- 
ator Lodge, chairman of the foreign 
relations committee, declined today 
to discuss a published report that 
Norman Hapgood, minister to Den- 
mark, decided to return to the 
United States after the state. de- 


partment learned the committee was 
prepared to make public information 
which was expected to show activi- 
ties and sympathies fur the Russ.an 
soviet government.

END OF YELLOW FEVER 
PREDICTED BY LYSTER 


New York, December 22.— Yellow 
fever will be wiped off the earth 
within five years, it was asserted to- 
day by Dr. T. C. Lyster, chairman 
of the yellow fever commission 
which went to Peru and Ecuador in 
1918, upon his arrival here from 
Havana on the steamer Esperanza. 
Already the disease has been eradi- 
cated from Central America, he said, 
although it still ragesin southern 
Mexico and a portion of Brazil. 

The commission stamped out epi- 
demics of the fever in Salvador, 
Honduras and Nicarauga, Dr. Lvs- 
ter said. He warmly praised Dr. 
Hideyo Noguchi: who, like himself, 
is connected with the Rockefeller 
foundation, for aid in research work 
in the campaign in those countries. 

The Japanese physician was re- 
ported last month as having ‘suc- 
ceeded in isolating in Guayaquil the 
miero-organism of yellow fever, Dr. 
Lyster stated that Dr. Noguchi had 
discovered also that the stegomyia 
mosquito was the only means of 
transmitting the disease. 

A serum to combat the fever had 
been issued with excellent effect, Dr. 
Lyster said. One instance he cited 
of a complete cure was in the case 
of the Mexican minister to Nica- 
ragua. 

William E. Gonzales, retiring Unit- 
ed States minister to Cuba and 
newly-appointed ambassador to 
Peru, arrived on the Esperanza on 
his way to his home in Columbit, §. 
C., for the Chritmas holidays. He 
said that some of last year’s sugar 
crop remains in Cuba, although the 
mills tnere are grinding the new 
crop. He added that he could not 
explain why the last of the old crop 
had not been sent to this country. 
European nations have bought a full 
third of the new crop already, Mr.

REFORESTATION. 


Timely action has been instituted 

the Asheville (N. C.) Board of 
rade looking to the conservation 
‘the south’s fast-vanishing forest 
sources, and particularly to pro- 
‘ote the reforestation of the Appa- 
_ 14ehian watershed, as a means both 


perpetuating the south’s timber 


ing one of the) most important of 
them. 

In urging the enactment of this 
legislation, the Asheville business 
men point to the fact that while 


the west is supplied with five forest | 


experiment stations, there is not 
one in the whole eastern half of 
the country; and as a result there 
is practically nothing being done of 
a scientific and systematic nature 
to conserve the existing timber re- 
sources throughout the Appalachian 
mountain system nor to carry on 
the work of reforestation to meas- 
urably compensate the inroads that 
are constantly being made by the 
lumberman’s ax. 

During the last 150 years three- 
fourths of the virgin timber of the 


country has been cut, we are told; 


by government forestry statistics, 
and little—very little—of the re- 
placement /that is being done is in 
the eastern half of the country. 

Forest experts say that, with 
America three years behind \with 
building operations while Europe is 
calling for lumber from America on 
an unprecedented scale, at our ex- 
isting rate of deforestation our tim- 
ber supply will be exhausted within 
the next ten to fourteen years. 

It’ is evident that unless our 
present exploitation of forests with- 
out corresponding reforestation is 
discontinued a timber famine in the 
near future is inevitable. 

The conservation of the timber 
supply, important as that is, is only 
one of the proven advantages of 
reforestation, another, and a vitally 
significant one, being the conser- 
vation of rainfall and the control of 
flood waters. 

To denude the mountain sides of 
their forest trees leaves them ex- 
posed to the action of the elements, 
and, with Nature’s covering of tim- 
ber, underbrush and humus gone, 
the surface is subject to erosion 
caused by the unchecked off-flow of 
storm water; thus the head waters 
of rivers are swollen as a result of 
@ heavy downpour of rain, and the 
valleys below suffer the hazard of 
inundation. 

“Often, as in the case of the recent 
floods in this part of the country, 
the damage followirg a few days 
of rainfall in the mountains is tre- 
mendous; it would be materially de- 
creased if the mountain sides were 
blanketed with ‘:umus and _ leaf- 
mold to absorb and hold the mois- 
ture. 

More than that, when the water- 
shed is bare and incapable of hold- 
ing back the flood water, the water- 
using industries and the people 
have either a superfluity or a 
famine; whereas, proper protection 
of the watershed would make for 
an even year-round distribution of 
the water. 

As one of the advocates of the 
pending forest experiment station 
bills has declared, “it would seem 
that the people in Georgia and 
other sections of lowland country 
have a gocd case against the lum- 
bermen in the southern Appalach- 
ians for skinning off the timber and 
underbrush which turns the water 
loose on the people along the 
streams from the foot of the moun- 
tains to the seacoast.” 

The interest of the Asheville 
Board of Trade in this matter is 
highly commendable; and the suc- 
cess of the movement is as impor- 
tant to Georgia, and to every other 
state with water-sources in the Ap- 
palachians, as it is to North Caro- 
lina,

Rail Bills Go to Conference 
To Harmonize the Differences 


to Understand. 


The Protecting Provisions of the Cummins Bill Will Be 
Retained With a Modification of the Labor Clause—Short 
Lines to Be Provided’ for—South, and Especialiy Georgia, 
Deeply Interested—Position of Southern Senators Who 
Followed Leadership of La Follette and Borah Difficult

The passage of the Cummins 
railroad bill by the senate, which in 
basic principles is similar to the 
Esch bill, already passed .by the 
house, but differing from the latter 
in many essential details, means 
that a/ joint. conference committee, 
now sitting, will attempt to amal- 
gamate the two measures in such a 
way that both branches will quickly, 
accept a new conference: measure 
early in January. 

This conference: bill, in my judg- 
ment,. will eliminate the anti-strike 
provision in the Cummins bill, as 
the house will not accept it, but as 


a compromise it will substitute a 
system for the settlement of threat- 
ened disturbances between the rail- 
road heads and their employees sim- 


adian plan of arbitration. 

It is understood the house will 
accept such a compromise, in ad- 
justing the very radical differences 


in the labor provisions of the two 
bills as passed. | 
* 


Will Protect 
The Short Lines. 


Aside from this, it is believed the 
conference will accept the provisions 
of the Cummins bill for the pro- 
tection of the short-line railroads. 

These roads are not properly pro- 
tected in the Esch bill, and when 
the Association of Short Line Rail- 


roads in America undertook to 
bring the matter properly before 
congress, it was found the Esch bill 
was already out of committee, and 
rather than attempt floor amend- 
ments the fight was made before. the 
senate committee. Hence, the Cum- 
mins bill, when it reached the 
senate floor, contained proper pro- 
visions for these roads which mean 
so much, particularly, to large areas 
of _e agricultural and industrial 
south. 


The conference bill further will 
strengthen, if anything, the pro- 


tection to the holders of railroad se- 
curities. 


The public, generally, does not 
realize how keenly this question 
touches the hearthstone of practi- 
cally every home in America. 

The big mutual insurance com- 
panies, owned by policy holders, are 


the principal holders of railroad. se- 
curities. in other words, every man 
and woman in America who is a 
policy holder in many of the largest 
insurance institutions in America is 
to a marked degree personally in- 
terested in adequate protection to 
railroad security holders, of which 
he or she is one. : 

The Cummins bill is a better 
measure in this respect than the 
Esch bill, and in the effort before 
conference to harmonize the two 
measures a corresponding effort will 
be made to present the widespread 
demand for this feature in such a 
way that the protecting provisions 
will be strengthened rather than 


modified. 
. * * 


South Particularly 
Keenly Interested. 


As I say, the south, so dependent } 
for continued industrial and agri- 
cultural development upon railroad 


expansion, which can only result 
from a definite, business-like fed- 
eral policy, is keenly interested in 
the provisions for the fair and 
equitable treatment of security 
holders; and Georgia and Georgians, 
perhaps, are more keenly interested 
than any other state or people in 
the south. 

For many years Georgia has led 
the states of the south in railroad 
extension. Today, be it said to its 
sorrow, ate time when agricultural 
and industrial expansion never 
promised so well, Georgia is lead- 
ing the south in the wreckage of its 
railroad properties. 

If this result should fall only upon 
those directly interested in the se- 
curities of the salvaged and aban- 
daned properties, it would be bad 
enough, God knows; but on the con- 
trary it falls not only upon them 
but also and most directly upon the 
tens of thousands of people who 
live and have their earthly posses- 
sions, and their business and their 
future hopes, planted upon the lines 
of these tottering carriers without 
the operation of which ‘there can be 
nothing but decay as a result. 


Georgia Leading 
In Railroad Wreckage. 


As an illustration of what is hap- 
pening in Georgia today— 

The Georgia Coast and Piedmont, 
a railroad of southeast Georgia, over 
100 miles in length, and the Way- 
cross and Western, another south 
Georgia short line, have been fore- 
closed by the courts, and junked, 
wholly or in part. 

The Georgia and Florida, extend- 
ing from Augusta to Valdosta, 
reaching thence into Florida, has 
been ordered foreclosed, and prob- 
ability will be. junked. 

The same is true of the Augusta 
Southern, another short line, and 


order that the Ocilla, Pinebloom and 
Valdosta be scrarned and salvaged 
for what it will bring. 

In the light of these facts it Is 
difficult ‘to undcrstend how the 
Georgia senators, or, indeed, how 
any southern senators could follow 


the radical leadership of such ex- 
tremists as La Follette and Borah 
et al.—men whose self-constituted 
part in the senate at this time is to 
play partisan and sectional politics 
by methods that others of their kind 
are ashamed to openly father—in 
the fight on, and vote against any 
bill seeking to foster the develop- 
ment of southern industry and com- 
munity life and prosperity.

Is Canned Food Safet 

Home canned food is more likely 
to be perfectly fresh when canned, 
and therefore free of the danger 
of bacterial growth before the can- 
ning process; but food canned in the 
factory is more likely to be suc- 
cessfully sterilized by the canning 
process, and therefore free of the 
danger of bacterial growth in the 
food after it has been canned. 

In January, 1919, four persons died 
in Boise, Idaho, as a result of eat- 
ing home-canned asparagus which 
was served ina salad just as it 
came from the can, without cooking. 


The asparagus had been canned by 
the cold ck method, with a single 
stérilization (or rather an unsuc- 
cessful attempt at sterilization, as 
events provided). Five persons par- 
took of the asparagus; four died 
within 36 hours, and the fifth was 
unaffected. When the asparagus 
was opened it smelled spoiled, but 
the host felt sure it was not spoiled, 
because she had canned it herself. It 
did not taste just right. The first 
symptoms noted in two of the cases 
seen by Dr. S. M. Forney, were 
checking sensations and a feeling as 
if the throat or tongue were swol- 
len, some 16 hours after the aspara- 
gus had been eaten. Then a feeling 
of weakness slowly crept upward 
from the legs, the voice became hus- 
ky and was lost, breathing iabored, 
but the mind remained clear. Death 
occurred from choking, due to par- 
alysis of the throat. 


Another of the patients was seen 
by Dr. H. M. Holverson, the symp- 


lowing became impossible, the 
breathing became slower and slower 
and more labored, until death fol- 
lowed from complete paralysis of 
respiration, 

The cause of death in these cases 
was botulism, the bacillus botulinus 


being detected in the asparagus by 
government experts a5 Washington, 
D. C. These expe noted that 
sample cans from the same lot, fur- 
nished by a member of the family, 
had a marked unpleasant odor when 
opened—which, in itself, ought to be 
sufficient to condemn any canned 
food as unfit to eat. Incidentally 
they mention an instance of fatal 
food poisoning reported by Dr. E. C. 
Dickson, in which a woman died 
after tasting two spoonfuls of 
suspicious canned corn as it came 
from the can. 


Botulism depends more upon the 
condition of the food before it is 


canned than on the canning process. 
Dirty, wilted, slightly rotted food 
pach multitudes of bacteria into 
the cans and some of these may sur- 
vive any process short of steam 
pressure sterilization as employed 
in modern factories. Tables, uten- 
sils, jars, hands, even flies, may be 
a source of contamination in can- 
ning. 

Cooking usually destroys toxin or 
poison, if any is present in food as 


it comes from the can; but cooking 
would not certainly destroy spores 
of baciillus botulinus. If the fool 
gives off an unpleasant odor, if 
there is a spurt when the can is 
first open, if the food is found soft 
and mushy, the food should be dis- 
carded. 


In some cases the source of con- 
tamination has been traced appar- 


ently to well water on the premises, 
which in turn had been polluted by 
human sewage. :

Short Talks on Psychology 


By PROF. CHARLES GRAY SHAW, Ph. D. 
New York University. 


:: Where Delay is Dangerous :: 


For the painter to lay his colors 
on a dry canvas with the chance of 
scraping them off is one thing; to 
paint in the fresh with wet plaster 
is a task far more difficalt. The 
latter is the fresco method; it in- 


volves the sure touch,of the artist 
who has no opportunity -to change 
his work. 


In the case of the human brain, 
the fresco method is necessary if 
one is to develop his mentality to 
the highest degree of perfection. If 


we regard the brain as so much dry, 
drab canvas to be painted at leisure, 
we make a mistake, since the brain 
is moigt and plastic, so that its walls 
and ceilings must be treated without 
delay. 

To deal properly with the mind is 
to lay the impression on as soon as 
it comes before the mind. In the art 
of remembering it is necessary to 
have the immediate touch of atten- 
tion, and when one has taken note 
of a name, a fact, a number, he is 
not likely to forget it. The idea has 
been put upon the brain in the way 
that the paint of the artist was laid 
upon the receptive plaster. 

In addition to this mechanical idea 
of the brain there is the added 


a 


thought that, as paint upon the wall 
or ceiling preserves the plaster, so a 
certain amount of mental adorn- 
ment is of value in preventing the 


mind from decaying. One may 
think perhaps that the attempt te 
beautify his life were but a luxury 


‘to be indulged in or not, but the 


psychological fact remains that an 
adorned mind like a frescoed wall 
is more likely to stand the strain 
of time. 


But the preserving adornment is 
something which must come upon 


the mind while the brain ig fresh 
and receptive. One may delay in 
saving money, since gold is a dur- 
able substance, but in the realm of 
brain the delay is dangerous. It is 
in recognition of this fact that the 
old education was in the habit of 
giving esthetic training while the 
mind was fresh and pliable. The 
furnishing of the room may come 
later, but the frescoing must be 
ee up at once or it will be too 
ate. 


If you have been looking upon 
your mind as so much dry canvas, 


begin to regard it as moist plaster; 

then you will see the importance of 

the fresco method with the brain.

Man’s. Hand Caused Georgia Floods; 


Devastation of Forests the Reason 


By N. Buckner, - 
Secretary Asheville Board of Trade. 
Asheville, N. C., December 20.— 


(Special Correspondence.) — There 
are many who look upon the recent 
floods in Georgia as the direct visi- 
tation of the hand of the Almighty, 


without seeing in it all the funda- 
mntal violation ie 4 many of Na- 
ture’s law that makes it mandatory 
upon him to conserve the mighty 
forests guarding the headwaters of 
mountains, rivers and streams. 


Conscious of this fact,a group of 
energetic members of the Asheville 
Board of Trade recently assembled 


to attack aggressively this tremen- 
dous problem, arriving at the con- 
clusion that the emergency demand- 
ed the assistance of the government 
itself. To this end the active help 
of Senator Lee S. Overman and Con- 

ressman Zebulon Weaver, of North 

arolina, was enlisted in the estab- 
lishment here of a forest experiment 
station, under government control 
and management. So effective were 
the urgent solicitations of these men 
that both state representatives at 
the national capital immediately in- 
troduced in the senate and house 
bills atuhoriizng the establishment 
of this station. 


Convinced that no stone should be 
left unturned in the effort to hasten 


this great project, the good offices 
of both the Hon, Josephus Daniels 
and Senator F. W. Simmons were 
secured in the movement that seems 
destined to culminate in speedy and 
favorable action on the part of the 
nation’s lawmakers. 


Urged by Daniels. 
The progressive spirit of wide- 
awake men is manifest in the an- 


swer received from the secretary of 
the navy. To quote homin part: “lI 
am greatly interested in preserving 
our American forests, and especially 
the hardwood regions of North Caro- 
lina, the largest standing area of 
hardwood timber in America, Every 
dollar invested in preserving its 
great reserve for the future will pay 
large dividends in all years that are 
to come. .

“The preservation of that portion 
of the hardwood region in the Appa- 


lachian range of which Asheville is 
the center must have the earnest 
support of all who appreciate the im- 
portance of conservation of this 
great national resource.” 


In the recent monthly meeting of 
the local commerical body here, one 


of the most important measures 
brought forward: was the speedy 
establishment of a government ex- 
periment station at Asheville, the 
selection of the Mountain City being 
emphasized by reasons far-sighted 
business men deemed worthy of deep 
consideration, aamely: the central 
location of the city with referenee 
to the national forets area in the 


Appalachian mountains, a fact reql- 


ized by Secretary Daniels; railroad 
lines radiating inall directions from 
Asheville, making it easy of access; 
splendid highways giving entry into 
the national forest area, an the 
city being the county seat of a 
county leading the south in paved 
roads; the fact that Asheville is 
widely known as one of the greatest 
all-year-round tourist resorts in 
America, giving visitors from north 
and south an opportunity to actually 
observe experimental work under- 
taken in the forests here; the exam- 
ple of conservation and reforesta- — 
tion carried out for the last 25 years 
on the Biltmore estate, 5 miles from 
the city, should prove invaluable to 
the forest department in similar 
work in this reigion; there exist 
within less than a day’s drive by 
auto more varied forest types than 
can be found in any other forest 
section of the United States; recent 
floods in neighboring states may be 
directly traced to denuded and devas- 
tated forests in the Appalachian 
section. ; 
Many Stations in West. 
In this forward movement the 


board of trade was fortunate in se- 
curing the advice and counsel of J. 
S. Holmes, of the state forest serv- 
ice, who expressed enthusiastic sup- 
port of the movement. Other local 
forest experts were also enlisted in 
this project. } 
The men active in this movement 
point out the fact that the west now 


holds all of the gevernment’s ex- 
permient stations in forest con- 
servation and rebuilding, five being 
operated there, while none have been 
established in the east. 

So great has been the interest in 
this project manifested by all busi- 


ness men of this section that it 
seems probable that the same dele- 
gation that visits Washington to 
push the appropriation for the erec- 
tion of a much-needed postoffice 
building here will also direct a large 
part of its efforts.to the further- 
ance of the cause of conservation and 
reforestation by the maintenance 
in Asheville of this experiment sta- 


tion.

- Washington, December 22.—En- 
tering into the controversy raging 
about the government’s proposals 
for settlement of the coal strike. 
Senator Frelinghuysen, republican, 
New Jersey, chairman of the senate 


committee investigating the coal 
Situation, in a formal statement to- 
night declared that in the govern- 
ments negotiations “there mus: 
ve been some sort of a secret deal 
made in addition to the signed state- 
ment.” ' 
Explaining that he spoke for him- 
self only and not for other mem- 
bers of his committee, Senator I're- 
linghuysen reviewed the testimony 
duced by the committee hearing. 
date and added that out of the 
settlement of the strike “in any 
event the public may look for an in- 
crease in the price of coal or anoth- 
er strike.” 


Leaded Dice for People.

terized the settlement proposition as

‘the executive committee of coal 
mine operators, following their 
statement of yesterday declaring 
that the government's proposal as 
finally drafted was vitaily differ- 
ent from the plan formulated by 
iormer fuel Administrator Warfield 
and which they bound themselves to 
accept, maintained silence. Today 
the operators, however, decided dur- 
ing the ‘day to call off a genera) 
mteting of tha scale committee or 
the central competitive field which

formulate a decision as to the policy 
they will adopt towards the governi- 
ment’s plan and the commission ap- 
pointed Saturday by President Wil- 
sONn to adjudicate the miners’ claims. 

Attorney General Palmer in a 
statement tonight denied the asscr- 
tions made yesterday by the op- 
érators, whose position he charac- 
terized as “the merest quibble and 
quite unworthy of the represents- 
tives of a great industry.” 

Operators and Arbitration. 

The operatofs, the attorney gen- 
eral said, from the beginning nad 
been clamoring for arbitration ana 
had stated repeatedly their wil- 
lingness to conform to any plan 


which the president might suggesi.. 


“Their allegation now,” continued 
Mr. Palmer, “that they were aot 
consulted about the form of the 
memorandum which was submittea 
to the miners’ conference, is ab- 
surd.” 

The settlement proposal as ac- 
cepted by the miners, the attorney 
general further declared, was sub- 
mitted to representatives of the op- 
erators in Indianapolis who in turn 
communicated to their representa- 
tives in Washington. 

“No objection was made,” 
Mr. Palmer. “The operators _§re- 
mained absolutely silent until after 
the men were back in the mines, 
Then for the first time they beg:n 
to. object. 

“The miners went back to work 
in obedience to the law and the or- 
ders of the court without havin 
their demands granted. They relied, 
as they had a right to rely, upon 
the promise of the president that 
immediately upon complete resump- 
tion of operations a commission 
would be appointed to take up the 
matters at issue. The officers of 
the government had an equal right 
to rely upon the good faith of the 
operators in their previous declara- 
tions of agreement with this pro- 
gram. The government will not as- 
sume that the operators will break 
faith, and, indeed, ways will be 
ftand to keep faith in this vitally 
important transaction. The com- 
mission will proceed with its work 
and I have no doubt that upon jur- 
ther reflection the operators will 
see the wisdom of hearty co-opera- 
tion with it.” 


Frelinghuysen Opposes Plan. 


Praising the stand taken by Dr. 
Harry A. Garfield, who recently re- 
signed as fuel administrator because 
of disagreement with the strike set- 
a Pate Senator Frelinghuysen 
said: 

“The present plan, which in- 
curred the hostility of Dr. Garfield 
and caused his resignation, is ac- 
ceptable to the miners because it 
opens the door to further demands 
and further wage increases, which 
the public must pay. 

“The miners are expecting that 
additional raise as a result of this 
agreement. Chairman Lewis, in his 
address to his men, December 10, 
1919, speaks of the probability of 
further increase in all classifications 
of labor when the commission fi- 
nally makes its award. 

“There must have been some se- 
eret deal made, in addition to the 
Signed agreement. In any event, 
theeeublic may look for an £ @=in- 
cr¢; in the price of coal or an- 
other strike. There was a vital 
principle involved in this contest, 
and that was ignored in the settle- 
ment of this strike, namely, shall 
the law be supreme or shall an or- 
ganization, a class, hold itself above 
the law, and refuse obedience 
thereto, when its selfish interests 
come in conflict with the _ public 
good? 

“T was opposed even to the raise 
of fourteen per cent authorized by 
Dr. Garfield. It should never have 
been granted. Though ostensibly 
coming out of the pockets of the 
operators, it involves an addition 
to the cost of production of hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars and 
makes practically impossible any

reduction to the consumer for two 
(or threé years to come. 
What Miners Expect. 

“If that concession is objection- 
able, how much more objectionable 
is the possibility of any further in- 
crease, such as Mr. Lewis, acting 
president of the United Mine Work- 
ers, has assured his men they are 
Jikely to secure, under the agree- 
ment with the attorney general, 
which Mr. Lewis, himself, says ‘dif- 
fers materially from the proposition 
made by Dr. Garfield.’ 

“That is what the miners expect. 
It was upon that basis, upon that 
assurance, that they were willing 
to obey the law. 

“It will be a sad day for Amer- 
ica if obedience to the law must 
be purchased in this manner. I am 
opposed to such a proposition and 
I believe the American people are 
opposed to it.”

ment. This man’s violation must 
stop or I will put him in a cell and 
keep him there.” 

Judge Anderson was vehement in 
his denunciation of the conditions 
existing in the Kansas field and 
told of having received a number 
of “scurrilous” letters and editorial] 
clippings from the district, de- 
nouncing him for his action in con- 
nection with the coal strike. 

Excuses Offered for Howat. 

The hearing this morning began 
with a@ response by Henry Warrum, 
chief counsel for the miners’ union, 
in which the position was taken that 
Howat, in keeping in force a local 
strike of 1,000 miners in the Kan- 
sas district, which was called last 
July, did not violate the injunction 
against furtherance of the general 
strike, but complied with instruc- 
tions of the miners’ general commit- 
tee in that operation of mines in 
Kansas was resumed on the 5ame 
basis as obtained on October 31, the 
date the general strike became ef- 
fective. 

Dan W. Simms, special assistant 
district attorney, representing the 
government, followed with an out- 
line of the evidence against Howat. 
He declared the Kansas miners’ of- 
ficial had issued several statements 
or given newspaper interviews in 
violation of the injunction and as- 
serted that the local strike was 
merged with the general strike on 
October 31, and thereafter was af- 
fected by any action which had to 


do with the general strike. 

In reviewing the miners’ case, 
Judge Anderson declared that the 
Lever act, under which the action 
was still in force and pointed to the 
United States supreme court deci- 
sion on the war-time prohibition law 
as a parallel case, upholding the 
theory that the war measures still 
are effective. He said he had de- 
fined the law on November 8, and 
that the miners’ nam ig had know-

“This defendant,” he declared, “ac- 
cording to the statements in the 
verified bill of information which 
was filed here on December 3, vio- 
lated this order (the courts in- 
junction) and the Lever law every 
hour since that time... . Now, the 
question is, what shall I do? It is 
perfectly plain that this man has 
not in good faith attempted to com- 


ply with the order of this court. It 
is quite apparent that there is am- 
ple ground for the grand jury to 
bring a bill against him for a fel- 
ony. What should I do under the 
circumstances? Why, hold him, of 
course. That is what I have to do. 
I have continued this case to a 
time when he could get counsel, as 
he wants, and the government can 
get its witnesses here to prove as 
to whether he has been contuma- 
cious, and in the meantime I am 
going to hold this man right here 
under the jurisdiction of this 
court.” 

During the outline of the govern- 
ment’s case by Mr. Simms it was 
declared that during. thirty-three 
months before December 31, 1918, 
there were 364 strikes in the Kan- 
sas fields under the leadership of 
Howat. It was stated that Howat 
probably did not call all of the 
strikes but that he was responsible 
for the organization which made 
them possible and that he was 
feared by both operators and busi- 
ness men in the Kansas district as 
wielding a power too great for them 
_to combat. 

Judge Anderson asserted that he 
considered the situation in the Kan- 
sas fields as intolerable and said 
that Howat would have to change 
his attitude toward the law and the 
court if he expected to secure his 
liberty. He declared that 
had “breathed defiance” right here 
in Indianapolis and that he was go- 
ing to show him that there is a 
government in this country. 
MINERS INTEND 
TO BACK HOWAT. 

Pittsburg, December 22.—Declar- 
ing they would not return to work 
until they knew what Judge Ander- 
son at Indianapolis intended to do 
with Alexander Howat, the 250 min- 
ers employed at Crowe, No. 16, one 
of the largest producers in the Kan- 
sas field, went on strike today, ac- 
cording to reports to the state re- 
ceivers.

A Christmas Tree for the Birds

Once the nearest and closest 
friends, Johnson and Comiskey gx¢ 
now the bitterest of enemies. 

It was thought that before the 
recent meeting of the American 
league in New York some one would 
be able to bring the warring clans 


together. 


. 


Navin, of Detroit, representing the 
Johnson ‘side of the controversy, 
tried to bring about a reconctila- 
tion, but without success, and while 
the meeting was held, and Johnson 


secured a temporary victory by hav- 
ing himself retained as president, 
the war is still on and the good ship 
American League is still flounder- 
ing around in dangerous water. 

On Comiskey’s Side. 

New York, Boston and Chicago. 
the three great bulwarks of the 
American league, are closely ar- 
rayed on Comiskey’s side. 

Opposed to them are Philadelphia 
and Washington in the east ani 
Cleveland, Detroit and St. Louis in 
the west, a matter of five votes for 
Johnson to three for Comiskey. 

Rut while these numbers favor 
Johnson, should an actual break 
come and the “big three” bolt the 
American league and organize a 
league of their own, it would be al- 
most curtains for the junior major 
organization. To bolt is what Com- 
iskev, of Chicago; Ruppert, of New 
York, and Frazee, of Boston, threat- 
en to do. 

In that event there would be an- 
other baseball war with the same 
jumping about and the same salary- 
grabbing tactics as marked other 
baseball wars—wars that did the 
game little good and which in the 
end sent most of the club owners 
back to the stable suffering from 
stringhalt, lack of funds and with 
all hands a great deal wiser than 
when they started in to fight each 
other. 

But notwithstanding all this, all 
baseball wars have been started in 
about the same wav as this latest 
one promises to start 

This, if it takes place, will be the 
Same as all other baseball wars. 
The fighters will start in regard- 
less of the cost and will keep on 
fighting until one or the other side 
goes broke. This has been the final 
result in the three — great base- 
ball wars. 

First Pall War. 

The first of these baseball wars 
took place in 1884 when the Union 
associntion set out to buck the then 
powerful National league and Amer- 
ican association. 

Followers of these two latter or- 
ganizations called the newcomers 
the “Onion. association,” but it made 
a gallant fight in its only season, 
and wound up with its leader ricelv 
installed in the National league. 
True, the National league folks 
were only fooling, and they cleaned 
him as clean as a Christmas turkey, 
after one year’s fondling and fat- 
tening. But the bitter experience 
cf the once rich and powerful back- 
er of the Union association whe 
started in with a million-dollar 
bank roll and came out with a shoe 
String left no real lesson.

on Buford Heads Mob in ie smi 


New York — Policemen 
Are Attacked. 


New York; December 22.—Led by 
a woman who declared her husband 
had been deported to Russia yes- 
terday on the “soviet ark” Buford, 
a mob of 150 “reds” today attacked 
the entrance to the Ellis Island fer- 
ry in an effort to reach fellow rad- 
icals still awaiting deportation. A 
riot call was turned in before the 
police could restore order. 

The mob formed around the gate- 


keeper's cage several minutes before | 


the attack was launched. Thén the 
proclaiming herself an 
stepped forward and 
drove her fists through the glass 
As pieces of glass crashed 
to the pavement, the crowd began 
chanting the “Internationale.” 
‘Down with this dirty, rotten 
government,” screamed the woman. 


“They have taken my husband and 
are taking the husbands, brothers 


and fathers of us all.” 
Unable to quiet the

barge office located at the tip of/ 
Manhattan, turned in a call for po- 


lice reserves. 
Mob Turned on Policeman. 

The mob turned on the first po- 
liceman to answer the call and beat 
him, but when more reserves with 
drawn clubs and a detail of coast 
guards with fixed bayonets arrived, 
the crowd suddenly became docile. 
Members of it explained they had 
come to inquire about relatives who 
had sailed on the Buford. 

A young Russian woman who 
gave the name of Clara. Brooks was 
arrested as the ring leader. 

Twenty-two anarchists remained 
at Ellis Island today awaiting de- 


portation. They will be sent to Rus- 
sia with others from Detroit and 
Chicago whom the department of la- 
bor was unable to have transported 
to New York in time to sail on the 
Buford. “Arrangements for the de- 
parture of the next “soviet ark” 
have not been completed, according 
to Byron H. Uhl, acting commis- 
sioner at the island. 

A few married anarchists are held 
in various cities, awaiting the de- 
cision of the authorities as to 
whether to send their families with 
them. No anarchist of whose mar- 
riage there was official record was 
sent on the Buford, but eight of 
them hed requested that their 
sweethearts be sent on the ship also. 
The department of justice has 60,- 
000 radicals listed. How many of 
these will follow their “red”. lead- 
ers on enforced voyages to their 
home lands has not been made 
known. 


Carried Brains of Reds. 


The Buford carried Alexander 
Berkman and Emma Goldman, two 
of the mst notorious. anarchistic 
leaders the United States ever has 
harbored, together with 247 other 
radicals of various degrees of “red- 
ness.” Department of justice agents 
said the Buford’s passenger list 
comprised virtually the “brains” of 
the radical movement in the United 
States. 

Sailing orders now in the hands 
of the master of the “soviet ark” 
delivered to him to be opened twen- 
ty-four hours from this port, will 
permit hitn to use his discretion as 
to what oné of several Russian or 
Finnish ports his consignment of 
deported reds may be landed, it was 
reported here today. The flexibility 
of these orders, it was said, was 
provided so the captain may be able 
to meet unforeseen ice and bad 
weather, or possiblé refusal of offi- 
clals at any one port to permit 
Emma Goldman, Alexander Berk- 
man and the others to land. The 
supplies on the Buford are suffi- 
cient for sixty to ninety days and, 
regardless of the time it takes, the 
passengers will be landed some- 
where, 

Destination of Ark Unknown. 

Washington, December 22.—An- 
thony Caminetti, commissioner gene 
eral of immigration, said toda 
did not know the destination B 
transport Buford which left New 
York yesterday with a cargo of de- 
ported anarchists,

Interesting extracts from the 
business review of last week issued 
by the banking house of Henry 
Clews & Co., New York, follow: 

‘Comparatively little actual 
change in the general financial and 
investment outlook has taken Place 
ne the past week, but there 
have been developments which hold 
out hope for a better state of 
things, Political factions are evi- 
dently approaching much closer to 
an agreement with regard to a rat- 
ification of the peace treaty. and it 
would seem likely that some defi- 
nite adjustment may be arrived at 
in the near future. This in itself 
should serve to furnish a new basis 
for foreign trade and throueh it 
for domestic business in many 
branches. 

“The outstanding feature of the 
week’s business has been a clearer 
recognitign of the effects of the in- 
dustrial unrest of the past month 
or two. Estimated losses due to the 
coal and steel strikes are, of course, 
only approximate, but even on the 
most conservative basis run up 
enormously. The fact that many 
Plants, as a result of fuel shortage, 
will be obliged to defer the ful- 
fillment of their orders necessarily 
tends to throw other business more 
or less out of gear, and in many 
parts of the country reports of in- 
ability to obtain merchandise for 
which contracts have been made in- 
dicate the loss to the community 
both in convenience and income. 

“While there are thus many fac- 
tors in the industrial and financial 
prospects which should serve to en- 
courage genuine optimism, banking 
and money conditions are such as to 
enforce the need for conservative 
judgment on the part of investors.

Railway Announcement

tow Youn, Dacunber 9-—Prices opened higher on the stock ex- 
change this morning, then went up still higher, only to meet short 
selling, which started a decline, the decline carrying many stocks below 
the opening prices, after which the volume of trading fell off con- 
siderably. 

Selling was renewed in the last hour, when call money went to 
15:per cent. Professional Wall street is of the belief that liquidation ou 
the part of the public, for the time being, anyway, has run its course. 
However, in view of Saturday’s bank deficit, the opinion prevails that 
any great activity with pricés advancing cannot be long sustained. 
That is, until the money situation rights itself. 

| Call Money Loans. 

Call money loans opened today at 7 per cent. Brokers are still 
bidding 8 per cent for time ‘money, with only very limited supplies 
offered. It is the time money market which is now causing the most 
apprehension on the part of Wall street. Some stock exchange houses 
carry their business with 50 per cent time money aad 50 per cent call 
money; others depend on 75 per cent time and 25 per cent call. 

It all depends largely on the currency of the business handled. In 
every event, however, time money plays a large part in Wall street’s 
stock exchange business. , 

In view of the action taken by the senate in passing the Cummins 
bill, the adjournment of congress until January: 5 and the uncertainty 
as to what President Wilson will do regarding his announced plan to 
end government control of the carriers on December 31, Wall street’s 
attention was riveted today on the railroad situation. 

Rail Shares. 

Some railway shares opened higher, some lower. , Later there was 
a sharp advance in many railway stocks. In the last hour, however, 
rails sold off with the industrials on high call money. 

Wall street as a whole is blaming President Wilson more than 
congress for the uncertainty existing in the railroad situation. This, 
despite the fact that last May, after consulting with prominent con- 
gressmen, senators and members of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, and finding out that there was plenty of time before the end of 
this year, with the information already in hand, to pass the needed 
railway legislation. 

The president named December 31 as the date of ending of federal 
control. What Wall street wants to know is whether the president’s 
announced plan of retiring the railroads December 31 is going to be 
carried out. 

Wall Street. Gossip. 

Wall street is placing its faith in Director General Hines to work 
out a plan for carrying the railroads along until congress and the senate 
can agree on the Edge and Cummins bills. Both of these bills extend 
the time of government guarantee. ‘Wall street believes that Hines, 
with his knowledge of the railway situation, will show President Wil- 
son the great danger of returniag the railroads to private ownership 
on December 31, without some kind of a gaurantee. With congress and 
the senate adjourned until January 5, no temporary measure can be 
passed extending the guarantee. Therefore, the prevailing belief is 
that President Wilson will withdraw his announced plan. 

In pinning its faith to Director General Hines, Wall street recalled 
today that, as chairman of the board of directors of Atchison, Hines so 
impressed Henry C. Frick, one of the Atchison directors, with his 
ability, that Frick made him one of the trustees of his estate, a fact 
that was only recently disclosed. Ffick was a very large holder of 
Atchison, Pennsylvania and other railroafl stocks. Frick’s reputation 
for picking good men as well as good investments grew to be a legend 
in Wall street. 

Bond Market. 

The bond market foday was very active and very broad. Outside 
of government issues, which were lower, prices held steady. Baltimore 
and Ohio bonds had a sharp advance. Railroad bonds as a whole were 
steady. New low records were made in the Russian issues. 

A shipment of $2,750,000 gold announced today for South America 
was the second large shipment of the yellow metal to that country 
within the past fortnight. The last large shipment was $10,000,000. 
We owe South America on trade balance, and it is cheaper to ship gold 
than to buy exchange. 

Although there has been a drastic decline in prices during the 
greater part of November and early part of December, and, while there 
have been some enormous losses established in that time, Wall street 
this year will have experienced the most prosperous twelve months in 
its history. This, however, is true only of speculative accounts, the 
reverse being the case for investors. 

| Heavy Losses. 

If brokerage accounts could be laid open for all to read, one would 
get the impression that nothing but losses: are taken. Applied to in- 
vestment. accounts this is true this year. One broker calling aftention 
to the action of the railrodd shares, gave some figures of the losses 
sustained by one of his customers who buys nothing but preferred 
stocks and bonds. He sold during the past week some St. Paul pre- 
ferred, some Baltimore and Ohio preferred and some Erie prior lien 
bonds for this client. In the case of St. Paul preferred, a loss of 75 
points was taken; in the case of Baltimore and Ohio preferred, 45 
points, and in the case of Hrie nds 30 points from the purchase 
prices. Losses almost. as large was taken in other preferred stocks 
and bonds. Those traders who took chances on the speculative issues 
no doubt can tell a different story. 

Cluett-Peabody is a stock of which very little is heard in Wall 
street, because of lack of speculative incentive in these shares. In 
the past weeks, however, this stock has become more active, and last 
week on sales of about 3,000 shares the stock advanced about 5 points 
to 95. Today the stock advanced further and established a new high 
record for the year. The rise in the stock is due to rumors heard of 
an increase in the dividend rate shortly after the turn of the new year. 
High prices for collars is said to be bringing enormous profits to 
the company. 

Banking Statements. . 


Even the most expert bankers were unable to trace all the events | 


of the past week in the clearing house statement and federal reserve 
statement of last Saturday. The associated banks showed a loss of 
$40,000,000 in reserve, which resulted in a deficit: of $12,000,000. At the 
federal reserve there was a reduction of $140,000,000 in rediscount, 
pased on government paper and a curtailment of $54,000,000 in mem- 
bers’ reserve deposits. The best explanation seems to be that in the 
jumble of payments between the banks and the government there was 
a temporary gap where one set of payments failed to offset another, 
which resulted in heavy drafts on credits of member institutions. If 
this is correct the situation ought to be repaired during the present 
week. This view was apparently reflected in the ensuing call loan 
rate, which was only 7 per cent. 

Speaking of sales by holders of stocks in order to record losses 
for the income tax, it is evident that the rule works both ways. In 
other words, people who sold stocks short around the low levels of two 
weeks ago also have losses. Unless these commitments are covered 
the bears will not be able to deduct their losses from their income tax 
statements. Of course, they might hold on until next year, hoping to 
get out without a loss, but most of them do not want to take that 
chance. Hence there is an-.urgent motive behind a good deal of the 
recent covering of shorts. , 


London Stock Market. 


(The 
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London, December 22.—(Special 
Cable.) —Considering the near ap- 
proach of the holidays, the volume 
of business in the stock market as- 
sumed quite fair proportions today. 
The general tendency of the marekts 
was good, the outstanding features 
being the strength of home and 
Argentine railway stocks and the 
demand for some of the leading oil 
shares, 

Queensland government script was 
in keen request, and French 5s also 
closed appreciably higher. Some of 
the textile and insurance companies 
also showed firmness, and the only 
dull market in the house was that 
of South African shares. 

There was again a good demand 
for accommodation in the short loan 
market, rate for day-to-day money 
ruling at 3 to 4 per cent. For 
weekly fixtures 4% per cent was 
paid, and for advences into January 
5% and 5% per cent. As bills were 
on offer in increasing numbers, quo- 
tations were again advanced for all 
dates. There was a good inquiry 
for bills on a new basis.

PEACE SOUGHT 
FOR CHRISTWAS 


Supreme Council Trying 
to Reach Agreement 
With Germany in Order 
to Exchange Ratifica- 
tions. 


Paris, December 22.—The su-- 
preme council, it became known to- 
day, is making every effort to reach 
an agreement with Germany on the 
question of reparation for the sink- 
ing of the German fleet at Scapa 
Flow so that the protocol may be 
signed and fatifications of the 


treaty of Versailles exchanged be- 
fore Christmas, 
O Btao 


The heads of the allied delega- 
tions met this evening and decided 
upon the text of the reply of the al- 
lies to the last German note con- 
cerning clauses in the armistice 
which have not been carried out and 
the compensation demanded for the 
sinking of the former German fleet 
in Scapa Flow. 

“The note will be preesnted tomor- 
row morning. It is firm in tone and 
makes known to Germany precisely 
what the allies will require of her. 

Only Few Details Remain. 

Few details now remain to be 
disposed of by the council to clean 
up the work of the peace confer- 
ence, with the exception of the 
Hungarian and Turkish treaties and 
the Russian. situation. It was 
ans today all else might be dis. 
posed of in time to permit the cel- 
ebration of Christmas in a state 
of effective peace with Germany 
unless that nation maintained cer- 
tain of her objections to the final 
terms after receiving the council’s 
note. 

Serbia’s demand for priority to 
the amount of 2,500,000,000 frances in 
reparations, on the same footing as 
that accorded Belgium, was dis- 
cussed by the supreme council to- 
day, but no decision was reached 
It appeared to be the feeling thai 
this was a question for the repara- 
tions commission to dispose of aft- 
er the treaties of Versailles and St. 
Germain had been put into effect. 

All the powers interested except 
Russia having concurred in the 
allotment of the distribution of the 
rolling stock of the railways of the 
old Austro-Hungarian empire, the 
council decided to send a note to 
Rumania asking her to signify her 
acceptance, 


Fate of Constantinople. 


The visit to London of Philippe 
Berthelot, political director of the 
foreign office, it is learned today 
from an authoritative source, is be- 
ing made in order to confer with 
Earl Curzon, the British foreign sec- 
retary, and prepare for a discussion 
of the eastern question when. the 
peace conference meets again. 

It was said today France and 
Great Britain are not entirely in 
accord as to the fate of Constanti- 
nople, Great Britain desiri to take 
the city entirely out of ¥, handa 
of the Turks, while France favors 
leaving the Turks in possession un- 
der the control of the allies. 

Abandonment of the British plan 
guaranteeing the neutrality of Bel- 
gium for five years on the part of 
the allies is reported by The Petit 
Parisien, which says the French and 
British governments are seeking to 
reach ay agreement which will give 
entire satisfaction to Belgium.

‘LEGION MEN WARNED» 


NOT 10 VIOLATE LAW 


Indianapolis, December 22.— 
Franklin D’Olier, national com- 
mander of the American Legion, 
today declared that neither “na- 
tional, state or local organization 
of the American Legion have any 


right to take the law in their own 
hands or interefer with prope rau- 
thority,” and warned members of 
the Legion that such action would 
be subversive of the principles and 
ideals of the organization. The 
declaration was part of a_ state- 
ment made by the national com- 
mander in view of recent reports of 
activities of members of the Legion 
which, he said, made it imperative 
that the policy of the organization 
with respect to its standing on the 
maintenance of law and order be 
defined, 

“The American 
D’Olier said, “represents nearly 
five million citizens who have 
demonstrated their loyalty and 
patriotism. We realize, however, 
that there are one hundred mil- 
lion other Americans just as pa- 
triotic and loyak We represented 
the spear point, keen and true, and 
back of us was the power of a 
whole nation at war. Our effec- 
tiveness against the enemy was in 
proportion to the strength of the 
country back of us. And now we 
must realize that the strength of 
the legion and our influence and 
service to the nation will be 
measured only by our ability to co- 
operate effectively with the 100,- 
000,000 other loyal and patriotic 
American citizens in the promotion 
of one hundred per cent Ameri- 
canism, and the maintenance of 
law and order. We know that 
that there is only one way to 
maintain law and order, and that 
one and only way is through the 
orderly process of government and 
its duly constituted agencies. 

“In- times .of need and emer- 
gency, we members of the Ameri- 
can Legion stand ready as _ indi- 
viduals to support, strengthen and 
speed up, if necessary, the civil 
authorities charged with the main- 
tenance of law and order, but al- 
ways in accordance with compe- 
tent authority which we realize 
now is civilian and not military, 
and originates in the constitution 
of the United States as expressed 
through national, state and local 
governments.”

The prosocution which closed its 
case before nea, produced as a 
witness Mrs. I. M. Seibert, formerly 
of Indianapolis, who testified that 
New had told her after the al- 
leged crime that he was not insane 
and objected to a dgfense of in- 
sanity. 

Second Alleged Confession. 

The prosecution also introduced 
through the testimony of H. H. 
Cline, a police detective, a second 
alleged written confesstion by New. 
J. H. Richardson, a newspaper man, 
testified that New had admitted to 
him that he killed Miss Lesser be- 
cause she would not marry him, 
and was emphatic in asserting that 
there was no foundation for re- 
ports the girl might have killed 
herself, 


The first defense witness was A. 
N. Burger, of Glendale, a suburb, 
who worked where New and Miss 
Lesser were employed. He testi- 
fied that in June he heard Miss Les- 
Ser exclaim to Miss Edna Clancy, 
a half-sister of New, and other 
girls: “I wish I were dead.” 

Lecompte Davis, of counsel for 
the defense, said he introduced this 
testimony in connection with the 
contentions of the defense that Miss 
Lesser was in such a state of mind 
because of the expected birth of a 
child, that she was likely to have 
taken her own life. 

The defense then read numerous 
depositions in an attempt to show 
New had been considered mentally 
unsound many years. Most of these 
depositions were from residents of 
Indianapolis and Oklahoma City. 


Brooded Over Birth. 


Some of the statements recited 
that New had brooded considerably 
over the “unfortunate circumstances 
of his birth,” had a poor memory 
and showed a bad temper at times. 

Mrs. Laura Corder, of Oklahoma 
City, in her deposition, said New 
frequently told her he was the son 
of Senator Harry S. New, of In- 
diana, and did not have a fair 
chance in life because of prejudice 
against him on account of his al- 
leged illetimate birth. The de- 
fendant then was working as a 
Street sweeper it was said in the 
Sweeper it was said in the deposi- 
deposition. 

Theodore Taylor, Indianapolis, 
who served with New in the Indiana 

1tional guard’on the Mexican bor- 
der, in 1916, expressed the opinion 
that New was unsound of mind be- 
cause of his alleged sullenness and 
because of his fondness for hunting 
and killipge rattlesnakes.

RULING TO BE ASKED 
ON CYCLORAMA CAS 


City Will Contend That De- 


cision of Supreme Court 
Is Not Retroactive. 


On the contention that the st 
supreme court’s decision is not 2 
roactive in the matter of the money 
which the city of Atlanta must set 
aside under act of the legislature 
for the erection of a new cyclorama 
building at Grant Park, this phase 
of tlre question will be taken back 
to the superior courts for settle- 
ment, according to announcement of 
City Attorney James L. Mayson. 

A decision will be sought as to 
Whether the city this year will be 
compelled to pay merely the $10,000 
and gate receipts due for 1920, or al] 
of the money due on past years, be- 
ginning with 1915 when the act of 
the legislature was passed. 

It was pointed out by Mr. Mayson 
that the city is required by law to 
oferate on a strictly yearly basis, 
and it will be contended that under 
this law next year’s council should 
not be forced to make an apopropri- 
ation covering back installments. 
He will argue that it will be suffi- 
cient compliance with the supreme 
court’s decision to make the first 
payment in 1920 and continue the 
annual installments thereafter until 
the specified sinking fund of $100,000 
has been accumulated. 

Meanwhile in anticipation that the 
entire acéumulation, approximately 
$85,000, Will have to be paid next 
year in a lump sum, Mayor Key is 
making preparation to go before 
council at the first of the new year 
and ask authority for ths levy of an 
emergency tax to meet this debt and 
expenditures for other imovrove- 
ments of an immediate and compell- 
ing nature, 

A new building for the Commer- 
cial High school is one of these. An 
enlargement of the filtration plant 
at the waterworks is another. The 
board of education’s lease on the 
Commercial High school building for 
expires in June, and the mayor de- 
clares that the need of a new build- 
ing for this school alone should con- 
stitute an emergency, all efforts to 
rent or Buy new quarters having 
failed. 

The new school, the waterworks 
improvement, and the cyclorama 
fund, will approximate more than 
$300,000, it is said.

ATLANTA’S EXPORTS 
TO CUBA PERMONTH 
ARE OVER $750,000.00 


Declaring that the sugar situa- 
tion in Cuba is acute and that quick 
action is necessary on the part of 
if this country 
wants any of the next crop, Minor 
Gujnn, a native of Atlanta- who has 
been living in. Cuba for several 
years and who is here on a business 
trip, brought word that sugar is re- 
tailing in Havana for 19 cents at 
the present time. This is nearly 
three times as much as it has ever 
been before. 

Mr. Guinn left Havana about two 
weeks agd for the purpose of es- 
tablishing an office in Atlanta for 
the Jacksonville Export corporation, 
a company which is: now operating 
a forty-eight hour freight service 
from Jacksonville to Havana. The 
company has six ships, and will av- 
erage one sailing each week. 

“Considering the fact,’ said Mr. 
Guinn, “that it takes only about two 
days for freight to go from Atlanta 
to Jacksonville and only forty-eight 
hour from there to Havana, we think 
that we have the fastest freight 
service for direct shipments which 
is now operating to Cuba.” 

Mr. Guinn gave some very inter- 
esting figures about the imports 
into Cuba. Atlanta’s unvetts alone 
amount to over $750,000 per month 
and the entire imports of the United 
States amount to about $360,000,000. 
“Atlanta could increase its imports 


Ta great deal by rues going after the 


business,” said Mr Guinn, “and I 
am here to provide a means of quick 
direct shipments.” 

Commenting further on the sugar 
situation, he said that the 1920 crop 
would amount to about four mi’ 
lion tons and that -one foreign 
banker had already bought up one- 
fourth of that. Other foreign agents, 
he said, were on the field and plan- 
ning to buy up the remainder as 
soon as the time limit for the Unit- 
ed States, December 31, is expired.
